Amold Groehler, Our animal controI specialist, Offered an update on the muskrat and beaver

issues he has encountered over血is last year. He indicated that血e three-year PrOgram tO

relieve the muskrat population on Okauchee has been very success餌, aided by the drought.

He indicated that he has historically been asked to participate for two weeks in the spmg

and two weeks in the fall, but after that owners regularly ca11 on也eir own iusisting upon

help with animal control issues. Amold has graciously o無さred that assistance, mOSt Often

Without any additional charge.

It was moved by Tom Godar to continue the program With Mr. Groehler and to increase

the fee to $5000 per season to a11ow Mr. Groehler to trap muskrats, and assist with other

animal control issues as he has in the past.

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Aquatic Plant Mana象ement Report

We received a plant management report by our operations manager, Brady Mullikin, Which

included an update on the harvesting equlPment and weed management for the season.

Conditious occurred血at increased the weed dunp Ioad totals by about l/3 higher than the previous

year.

2 engines were replaced on 2 cutters with 2 additional engines to be replaced next year.

Dee Schriver asked that item 14 be moved ahead of item 13 which the chair accepted・

Discuss and act on Okauchee Lake Teamey Bay Chamel usage and maintenance.

Several of the riparian owners affected by Tiemey Bay made comments regarding a plamed

residential development which would include placement of a system to place and then retrieve

boats from property adjacent to the Teamey Bay Chamel. Sue Lincoln, W345 N5288 Tiemey

Road discussed the issue with a representative of the property owner, Ms. GroskoI埠who was

infomed that there would be no pemanent pier or dock that would impede access to or from

Teamey Bay. However, Ms. Lincoln and others were concemed that this system might take

enough time to impede boats and OLMD equipment from entering and exiting from Tiemey Bay.

Doug Larson N53 W34257 Road Q described that he had spoken to County representatives who

indicated that the use ofa boathouse with a lift system had been approved and that they anticipate

that use in the chamel was for a short time. He indicted that his concem was a boat would tie up

to Ioad and u血oad passengers, and血at this might take an extended period oftime. Doug Larson

also indicated that he had communicated with the DNR waterways warden, Ms. Amanda Minks,

and that no additional restrictions were anticipated to be placed on the development ofthis property

as there did not appear to be a navigational impediment to the access through the chamel. Ms.

Groskopf W339 N61627 Road Q indicated that there was no anticipation the system to get a boat

in the water or the pick up or drop off ofboat passengers would block the exit and entrance to the

Bay and that any loading and unloading would be an extremely short period and that there would

be no pemanent tie-uP for docks impeding access. Others, including, Mike Shoen N52 W34450

Peters Road and Neil Johnson N63 W34461 Road Q offered their comments and concems that

W皿e Ms. Groskopf is able to make these assurances, it is unknown what the next owner might do

unless there is some sort of deed or other restriction on use.

It was suggested that the OLMD reach out to the DNR and see ifthere is any other accommodations
